Subject.— Import policy for Brass scraps falling under S> No. 46(a) /I of the LT,C, 
Schedule — April-Sept ember, 1960 licensing period- 

No. 84-ITC(PN)/60,—Attention of the importers is invited to remark (i) 
against S. No. 46(a)/I in Section II of the current Red Book, according to which 
quota licences will be valid for import of brass scraps conforming to specifications 
'Honey’ and ‘Cut Pales’ as defined by National Association of Waste Materials 
Dealers Inc., New York. 

2. It is clarified that quota licences for S.No. 46 (a)/I will be valid only for 
import of brass scraps of the specified specifications and will not be valid for 
import of any other item falling under this S, No. Remark (1) against this S. No, 
in Section II of the current Red Book may, therefore, be deemed to have been 
amended as under :— 

“Quota licences will be valid only for import of brass scraps conforming to 
specifications ‘Honey’ and ‘Cut Pales as defined by National Associa¬ 
tion of Waste Materials Dealers Inc,, New York. 

Subject.— Import of spare parts of prime movers against Imports of Generating 
sets \S. No. 32(f/)/II] In terms of Public Notice No. 53 ~ITC (PN)]53 dated 
25th March, 1953. 

No, 85-ITC(PN)/60.—Attention of importers is invited to remarks (iv) and 
(vi) against S. No. 32(g) /II in Section II to the current Red Book according to 
which import of spare parts of prime mov.ew is permitted against past imports 
of Generating sets. 

2. It has been observed that both these remarks relate to the provisions made 
for import of spare parts of prime movers as contained in Public Notice No. 53- 
ITC(PN)/53 dated 25th March, 1953, With a view to avoid duplication it has 
been decided that remark (iv) against S. No. 32(g)/II in the current Red Book 
may be deemed to have been deleted and the existing remarks may be renum¬ 
bered accordingly.
